The new language of "a 
holding element'' in claims 13, 36, and 49 is not part of these figures or species. The holding 
element is found in figures 9- 15(b). Therefore, all of the present claims would be withdrawn by 
election of original presentation. See 37 CFR IJ 1 1 . Since the above-mentioned reply appears 
to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing 
date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in 
order to avoid abandonment.
